(c) If an apprentice is allotted and posted to the 
Defence Audit Branch on the satisfactory 
completion of the preliminary training, he 
will be required to appear for Parts I and II 
of the S.A.S, Examination held under the 
regulations prescribed by the Military 
Accountant General or such examinations in 
substitution thereof as may be prescribed by 
the Comptroller and Auditor General. He 
should pass Part I before he takes Part II of 
the examination. He will normally be allow- 
ed two chances for each part of the examina- 
tion. He wall be eligible for confirmation 
in the S.A.S. on passing both the parts, 
subject to satisfactory reports on his conduct 
and work generally. 

(d) If an apprentice is unsuccessful at Part I of 
the S.A.S, Examination within the number of 
chances ordinarily allowed for it, or having 
pasesd Part I is unsuccessful in Part II of the 
Examination within the number of chances 
allowed for it, or exhausts the prescribed 
chances in either of the parts by omission to 
avail himself of any of the available chances, 
he shall revert as a clerk or be removed from 
service. The Comptroller and Auditor Gene- 
ral, may, however, if he considers that there
